$6,000 Profit In 


April; Good Prospects 


Business at the Marin General 
Hospital has been so good in re­ 
cent months that directors hope 
to lop 14 cents off the tax rate. 
Phillip A. Kennedy, president of 
the hospital’s board of directors, 
took a stand for reduced taxes yes­ 
terday while commetiting on the 
finances of the hospital. 
“We’ve been operating in the 
black for almost six months now 
and last month we mtde about 
$6,000 in profit,” said Kennedy. 
“I’m confident we won’t have to 
levy new taxes for the next fiscal 
year.” 
Last year, the district levied a' 
tax rate of 19 cents for each $100 
of assessed property valuation. In 
this rate was five cents for in­ 
terest and redemption of bonds 
approved to build the hospital. An­ 
other 14 cents of the rate went to 
pay $48,900 in indebtedness and 
$91,100 to operate the hospital. 
INDEBTEDNESS 
The $48,900 in indebtedness in­ 
cluded bills to contractor Robert 
McCarthy, who built the hospital, 
architect Robert Stanton and other 
minor construction costs, said Bus­ 
iness Manager Clarence Bowman. 
Bowman said all bills will be paid 
by July 1, 1954. 
And Kennedy said he didn’t 
think more taxes would be needed 
two-county to operate the hospital, “especially 
with the fine showing we’ve been 
having in the number of patients.” 
Therefore, Kennedy thought the 
only tax rate would be ¿.bout five 
cents to pay off bonds. Bowman 
felt Kennedy was justified in feel­ 
ing that a 14 cents tax reduction 
might be made.

U.S. Sets Marin City 
Price At $785,000 


Purchase of Marin City by the 
Marin County Housing Authority 
would cost approximately $785,000 
instead of the originally contem­ 
plated $250,000 under a new fed­ 
eral policy, the Inde p en d e n t - 
Journal learned today. 
Under a new and complicated 
formula developed by the Federal 
Housing and Home F i n a n c e 
Agency, wartime 
Lanham Act 
housing like Marin City could no 
longer be transferred to local 
governmental bodies for the war­ 
time cost of the land alone. In­ 
stead, a local eligible agency would 
receive 
a 
discount 
from 
the 
present fair market value of a 
certain stipulated allowance plus 
a certain amount for “unearned 
increment” ori each unit. 
In the 
Marin City 
case of the 1,500-unit 
wThich has at times 


been estimated to have a fair mar­ 
ket value for the land of 1 million 
dollars, the price would work out 
in the neighborhood of $785,000, 
according to a computation made 
at the regional Housing and Home 
Finance Agency by Justin Her­ 
man, regional representative, in 
San Francisco. 


The change in federal policy 
throws open for re-examination 
the entire question of the eventual 
disposition of Marin City. Al­ 
though the Marin County Housing 
Authority has an application in 
for its transfer, there is no indi­ 
cation yet of whether they would 
press the application in the light 
of the changed policy. 


Meanwhile there is still no 
actual date set for the physical 
disposition of the project, since 
the military authorities still have 


a freeze on disposition because of 
the need for housing. 
The government formula, de­ 
veloped on a sliding scale, allots 
a smaller amount of unearned in­ 
crement as the projects increase 
in size on the theory that larger 
land parcels have a greater value 
for 
re-use,

For projects of 400 units or less, 
$250 is allowed per unit; for 
projects of 401 to 600 units, the

McGee discussing lack of state 
prison facilities yesterday in Sac­ 
ramento, said California must pro­ 
vide prison facilities for 20.000 con­ 
victs by 1960. 
On a state-wide picture, McGee 
said. “Right now* we haven’t room 
for 10,000, but we have 14,000. A 
year ago we estimated 18,000 and 
thought that was conservative and 
reasonable. Now wTe are trying to 
make a ten-year plan with esti­ 
mates of what we will have to do to 
handle the revised estimate of 20,- 
000 prisoners by 1960. 
McGee said crime is increasing 
at a disproportionate rate to the 
state’s population growth. 
The revised estimates of prison 
needs will be presented Monday 
to a special committee of state 
officials appointed by Governor 
Knight to formulate a long-range 
program for meeting the state’s 
capital construction requirements.

. Planners denied the petition of 
Mrs. Ethel Haas for an adjustment 
to subdivide her 
property 
on 
Morning Sun avenue near Mill 
Valley. The property has 12,900 
square feet area which would al­ 
low one legal size building lot of 
7,500 square feet, and one lot of 
only 5,400 square feet. 
Residents of the area have pro­ 
tested the application twice in the 
past several months. 
Last fall, the Marin Board of 
Supervisors reversed the Planning 
Commission and approved the sub­ 
division, then it was found that 
according to the zoning ordinance, 
supervisors may not approve a 
subdivision if it is denied by the 
Planning Commission, D a r n e l l 
said. 
Since then, supervisors have 
amended the zoning ordinance so 
that they may reverse the Plan­ 
ning Commission in either approv­ 
ing or denying a subdivision. 
However, at the meeting last 
night, Mrs. Haas said she had sold 
the 7,500-foot lot when supervisors 
okayed the subdivision. Supervis­ 
ors will consider the matter at 
their meeting May 25. 
Planners also okayed an applica­ 
tion from John Schluter of Mill 
Valley to build a residence and dog 
kennels on the east side of High­ 
way 1 at Tamalpais Junction. Sch­ 
luter also plans to have a small 
store to carry accessories for pets 
at the location. 


San Rafael last night moved 
another step closer to having off- 
street parking areas as the city 
council offered its personnel and 
finances in an effort to acquire 
the necessary sites.

A double-barreled attack on the 
leading opponent of the Tamal- 
pais Union High School District’s 
tax and bond election waa launched 
today, challenging his qualifica­ 
tions to speak on the subject, and 
accusing him of “deliberate mis­ 
statements of fact.” 
H. M. Engle, the civil and struc­ 
tural engineer who prepared the 
technical report on the proposed 
third high school site, charged 
Thomas D. McDougall, candidate 
for the district’s board of trus­ 
tees, 
with 
“misrepresentations” 
pertaining to the site. 
The citizens committee, formed 
to explain the tax and bond elec­ 
tion, gave these facts on Mc­ 
Dougall; McDougall publicly re­ 
ferred to himself as an “author­ 
ity” in an attack on Engle and 
his report. McDougall is not li­ 
censed by the State Contractors 
Licensing Board to build houses, 
buildings or schools, but is licensed 
only to do cement and concrete 
work. According to the State Divi­ 
sion of Architecture, he has not 
been approved by the division to 
bid on any major projects for the 
state. 
At stake is Friday’s balloting on 
a 32-cent tax increase and $1,330,- 
000 bond issue, to provide money 
for routine school operations and 
needed expansion. McDougall op­ 
poses these measures, and publicly 
has said the third site is unsuit­ 
able. 


WHAT’S HE DONE? 
The citizens committee favoring 
the 
tax 
and 
bond 
proposals, 
through chairman Roger F. Morse, 
today asked the following ques­ 
tions about McDougall “to help 
the public in forming a correct 
opinion of McDougall’s qualifica­ 
tions to act as an expert on the 
third site, or to question the quali­ 
fication of others”: 
1. What major school projects 
has he constructed? (McDougall, 
at a public meeting Thursday 
night before Larkspur-Corte Ma­ 
dera voters, admitted he has built 
none.) 
2. What projects involving the 
use of piling and fill over marsh­ 
land has he done? 
3. What major projects has he 
under construction in M a r i n 
County? 
4. What is the largest project he 
ever handled as a contractor? 
Engle, a resident of Ross whose 
office is at 110 Sutter street, San 
Francisco, is the engineer who was 
hired by the board of trustees to 
investigate and report on the suit­ 
ability of the area near Heather 
Gardens in Larkspur which may 
become the district’s third high 
school site. His report said the site 
was a good one. 
McDougall has attacked Engle’s 
report as “political propaganda.” 
Engle is a member of the Amer­ 


ican Society of Civil Engineers, the 
Seismological Society of America, 
the Consulting and Structural En­ 
gineers Associations of California 
(and has been a member of the 
board of directors of the latter 
three groups), the Earthquake En­ 
gineering Research Institute, and 
a member of the Advisory Board 
to the State Division of Architec­ 
ture. 
He has devised or constructed 
hundreds of buildings, including 
high 
schools, 
hotels, 
hospitals, 
supermarkets, and is doing or has 
done structural design on 29 school 
projects in Marin County. 
Engle noted that his report is 
the “only official document” in 
the board of trustees’ possession 
pertaining to this site. 
“All previous advice and opinion 
given the board was that, until 
such a factual report was pro­ 
cured, no definite statement as to 
depth of marsh mud, quantity of 
fill, and character of rock in the 
hills could be made,” he said. 
Engle, point by point, challenged 
what he called “deliberate mis­ 
statements of fact” in a letter 
signed by McDougall, which ap­ 
peared May 11 in a Mill Valley 
paper: 


CHARGES REFUTED 
1. “McDougall states that the 
Board was advised that 2’s to 3 
feet of fill'(at the third site) would 
be required.” Actually, said Engle, 
the board was told that “as a pre­ 
liminary estimate, a minimum of 
2% to 3 feet of fill at the outer 
margins, with a maximum of 6 to 
6% feet adjacent to buildings with 
an average depth over the filled 
area of about 4% feet, might be 
required. The board was told and 
understood that this was an opin­ 
ion only, pending the completion 
of a factual report.” 
2. Figures given by McDougall 
regarding cost of moving fill in 
Niven Hill, near the site, “can only 
be taken as his own estimate of 
the cost,” said Engle, because a 
budget item established for this 
was only tentative, ’’toward ulti­ 
mate completion of the fill.” And, 
continued Engle, “no one except 
McDougall has ever voiced the 
opinion that the hill was dirt in­ 
stead of rock.” 
3. McDougall’s statement that 
the engineer told the board that 
270.000 cubic yards of fill would 
be ample to fill the marshlands 
at the site “is a direct misstate­ 
ment of fact,” said Engle. Actually, 
he continued, he told the board 
that “at least” that amount would 
be needed, but that no exact 
amount could be estimated until 
a complete survey could be made. 
The final report prepared by En­ 
gle 
shows 
that 
approximately 
350.000 yards will be needed, “or 
less, if only a part of the site is 
taken.”

WASHINGTON 
—A cloud of 
uncertainty hung over the future 
of the McCarthy-Army hearings 
today. One thing was sure: Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower could dispel the 
cloud. But It seemed doubtful he 
would choose to do so. 
Acting Chairman Mundt tR- 
S.D.), of the Senate 
Investiga­ 
tions subcommittee arranged an 
afternoon conference with Atty. 
Gen. Brownell to discuss the is­ 
sues. 
He was under instructions to 
seek some modification in a presi­ 
dential order forbidding disclosure 
to the subcommittee of discussions 
strictly within the administration 
of the row between Sen. McCarthy 
<R-Wis.)t and high Pentagon of­ 
ficials. 
NO DETAILS 
The order was prompted by re­ 
fusal of Army Counselor John G. 
Adams to give details of a Jan. 21 
conference Adams eaid was at­ 
tended by White House aides and 
other high officials. McCarthy said 
It appeared 
that . the 
charges 
against him were "conceived and 
instigated" then. 
Several subcommittee members 
expressed doubt that the hearings, 
recessed until next Monday, will 
ever be resumed unless the Eisen­ 
hower order is altered. 
McCarthy termed the order an 


"iron curtain’* and "this cover- 
up." Asked by newsmen whether 
he would refuse to testify in the 
hearings if the directive stands, 
replied : 
"I would not speculate on what 
happens in that event.” 
HE’LL BE BACK 
Mundt said the decision to re­ 
cess the hearings, voted by the 
four 
subcommittee 
Republicans 
over the objections of the three 
Democrats, contains nothing which 
“even remotely implies a discon­ 
tinuation of these hearings for 
good.” 
The subcommittee is seeking for 
the truth in an exchange of charg­ 
es between McCarthy and Secre­ 
tary of the Army 
Stevens 
and 
their aides. The Army side has ac­ 
cused McCarthy and two staff em­ 
ployees, Roy M. Cohn and Francis 
P. Carr, of using improper pres­ 
sures to try to win favored treat­ 
ment for Pvt. G. David Schine. 
Schine was an unpaid consult­ 
ant to the subcommittee until he 
was drafted last November. Mc­ 
Carthy, who normally heads the 
group, has stepped off it for this 
inquiry. 
USED AS HOSTAGE 
McCarthy and his two aides have 
countered that Stevens and Adams 
used Schine as a "hostage” in 
seeking to get McCarthy to call 


off a hunt tor subversives in the 
Army. 
The recess until Monday 
was 
voted yesterday, the 18th day of 
televised hearings, 
after Adams 
refused to testify whether respon­ 
sibility for the accusations against 
McCarthy was shifted from Sec­ 
retary Stevens and him to others’ 
shoulders at the January meeting. 
Adams previously had testified 
that Sherman Adams, top White 
House assistant 
to 
Eisenhower, 
had suggested then that he write 
down an account of the Schine in­ 
cidents. A similar recital was the 
basis 
for 
the 
Army’s 
formal 
charges. John Adams said others 
at the conference were Atty. Gen. 
Brownell, Deputy Atty. Gen. Wil­ 
liam Rogers, Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. and Gerald Mor­ 
gan, White House aide. 
Whatever Brownell’s recommen­ 
dation, It was up to Eisenhower 
to decide whether he will rescind 
or alter yesterday’s directive which 
the President said was based on 
the constitutional provision

executive and legislative branches.

Elmer Nielsen's Bravery,

W e never met a man who didn’t like and 
respect Elmer Nielsen. 
W e’d »av that is just about as great a 
tribute as a person could receive from his 


fellow men. 
And we’ve heard it several times since 
Elmer N ielsen’s .earthly suffering ended last 
week and he passed on to eternal peace. 
It was extremely, painful for those of us 
who were acquainted with him to observe 
Jthe decline in his health during the past 
months—but his cheerfulness and the bravery 
with which he faced the situation was an in­ 
spiration and made our own burdens seem 


almost non-existent. 
His participation in community affairs was 
of such great and varied extent that we can’t 
pretend to remember all the organizations 
and communitv-betterment projects in which 


he played a leading part.

And, of course, he was associated with the 
American Trust Co. and its predecessor 
banks in Marin for more than 30 years. We 
cannot remember ever hav ing thought of him 
and the bank separately, so closely was he 
identified with the institution he served. 
Even after his illness forced his*retirement 
from most of his participation in community 
affairs, he found strength for the tasks at­ 
tendant to his position as director of the 
Marin Countv Employees Retirement Sys­ 
tem.

Nielsen with having “worked out an excel­ 
lent program for investment of retirement 
funds/*

KAN8AJ5 CITY (JP) — Anybody 
who goes back and sits on the 
front porch of his boyhood will 
find he really 
hasn’t 
learned 
much about life that he couldn’t 
have found out if he had never 
atrayed from th at porch. 


ANY SINGLE CITY block In 
America, over a period of time, 
will reflect all the major joys and 
sadness, the defeats and victories. 
th?t a man will encounter if he 
travels the whole wide world to 
study the fabulous human race. 
I am sure this is equally true of 
a city block in Naples. Tokyo, 
Moscow, Berlin. Paris or Buenos 
Aires. 
The other night I sat all alone 
under a bright moon on the 
steps of an old white house my 
father, now 
dead, 
bought 
33 
years ago. I looked up and down 
the silent street and wished God 
had made me a novelist. 


FOR EVERY darkened home 
along that 600 feet of asphalt 
cried out with stories of lives, 
twiated or firm, that would be 
remembered by many millions— 
if only Thomas Wolfe had lived 
In one of the houses, or Balzac, 
or Thomas Hardj% or Tolstoy. 


It ia only an average middle- 
class street — no different from 
ten 
thousand others — yet in 
only a single generation what 
powder of passion, for good and 
bad, it has seen! 


EVERY SIN that Moaes fought 
against had been committed, and 
many more, by the people who 
dwelt there — from wife theft 
to homicide, 
suicide, 
adultery, 
bribery, robbery and neglect of 
parents. Yet at any time in the 
last 33 years I have known this 
one block there were always — 
and still are — homes where Je­ 
sus Christ could come and feel 
that, after 2,000 years, he was 
not forgotten. 
Just sitting there in the moon­ 
light. looking up and down the 
street, I could see: 


THE HOUSE WHERE an old 
lady, bowed with the woes that 
come to a woman when her chil­ 
dren go wrong, met death brave­ 
ly and graciously. 


The house where husband and 
wife, locked in an indomitable 
marital duel, never spoke to one 
another. Through the years the 
wife, when dinner wras ready, 
would say to the nearest of a 


half dozen kids, “tell your pa the 
food’s on the table." 


THE HOUSE where lived the 
first bright friend of my youth, 
who coughed out his young life 
all alone on a farm before he 
probably even could spell tu- 
berculosis. 
The house up the street where 
madness dwelt, and the echoes 
seemed eerie after twilight. 
The house down the street, 
where a sweet girl of 16 par­ 
layed a new porch swung into a 
marriage with 
the 
handsome 
neighborhood druggist. After that 
all the young girls talked their 
dads into buying porch swings. 
Oh, and there was the house 
where the old lady made a scan­ 
dalous fool of herself over the 
young boarder . . . the house 
where the Indian medicine quack 
used to stir up his brew . . . the 
house to 
which 
the 
drunken 
mother used to weave back late 
at night to the little gfrl she had 
left unguarded . . . the house of 
the little boy who coasted down 
•the hill on a sled and ran under 
a street car. 


TO MAKE WAY for a school 
they have tom down the brick 
house of the red-haired girl who 
used to let us younger boys push 
her back and forth in a tree 
swing, thus making it impossible 
for us ever again to love another 
redhead in this world. It is a 
double sadness that they have 
also torn down the brick home 
in which was born a deaf-and- 
dumb pal of my boyhood — and 
the little white cottage two doors 
away in which he lovingly reared 
some fine kids who could both 
hear and talk. 


SITTING THERE in the moon­ 
light, I could recall well the sms 
and gossip of the elders from 
the time of my childhood. But 
of all the score* of children who 
had played on that brief stretch 
of pavement. I could remember 
none who was a juvenile delin­ 
quent or ever had been sent to 
jail. 
When I mentioned this to my 
mother, who loves the old neigh­ 
borhood — although for 32 of 
the 33 years she has lived in the 
same big white house she has 
threatened to sell it and move 
away — she said:

Lawrence seaway — when and 
if it shoots all the legal and po­ 
litical rapids and become* an 
ocean freighter carrying reality 
—is counted upon today to *tir 
a wave cf activity along mid- 
America's waterfront*. 


IT WOULD also be a swizzle- 
stick stirring up many parts of 
the economy elsewhere. 


Already under way along the 
Great Lakes are plans for port 
authorities with taxing powers, 
for extensive dredging and for 
rerouting of incoming and out­ 
going goods and farm products. 
Looming is a scramble among the 
states and cities to lure new in­ 
dustries. 


Opponents of the plan ta turn 
Great Lakes cities into fresh­ 
water seaport have contended 
the seaway would injure many 
existing transportation systems, 
g i v e 
foreign 
businessmen 
a 
chance to land their goods more 
cheaply in the Midwest and un­ 
dercut American manufacturers. 


THE SEAWAY plan calls for 
a ship canal to eliminate the fi­ 
nal 
bottleneck — a 
115-mile 
stretch of the St. Lawrence be­ 
tween Ogdensburg, 
N.Y., 
and 
Montreal, Canada. It would take 
about five years to do and would

They count 
on cheaper transportation rates 
giving Midwest manufacturers a 
sales advantage. They talk of 
the seaway “pulling” Pittsburgh 
closer to Cleveland 
and 
away 
from New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore or Hampton Roads. 


MILWAUKEE ia credited by 
many of its lake port rivals with 
having been foresighted in de­ 
veloping its waterfront for the 
seaway's expected coming. 


Minnesota grain traders point 
out that much of the spring 
wheat already goes either to Mil­ 
waukee or to Duluth and Su­ 
perior for water transportation 
to the flour mills at Buffalo. 
Only grain for export would be 
affected by the seaway and they 
think much of it might continue 
to go down the Mississippi on 
barges. 


Minnesota iron miners, who 
ship their ore down the lakes 
to the ports nearest the steel 
mills, fear the St. Lawrence Sea­ 
way would open a cheap way in 
for competing ore,, to be coming 
soon from Labrador and Que­ 
bec — and even 
from 
Vene­ 
zuela. 


But the ateel 
companies 
in 
Ohio and around Pittsburgh are 
eager for the Labrador ore. If 
they can’t get it through the St. 
Lawrence, it might go by water 
to the Atlantic Seaboard steel 
mills — and attract more of them 
there and away from the Mid­ 
w est 


Gets Board Approval.” To me 
that is just as it should be if we 
want to see Marin prosper. 
Readers by now will probably 
remember the article, front page 
Independent-Journal, 
May 
11, 
regarding the planning commis­ 
sion turning down or in general 
going against the reoent requests 
by Schultz Building Co. to sub­ 
divide. 
While driving around Marin 
last weekend with some out-of- 
town visitors they immediately 
noticed the

forethought pertaining to the 
nice homes, streets, trees, flowers, 
etc., out at Greenbrae. 
Now it seem* to me that if 
a visitor from out of town can 
see so well it just may be some­ 
one in or near our planning com­ 
mission should check his eye 
sight or insight.

Co. is the pace setter for Marin.

Schultz Building Co., with three 
owners of the company residing 
in their own tract, would erect 
cheap or shoddy homes nearby.

A FEW WEEKS ago I cam* 
across the translation of threa 
articles written for the Egyptian 
weekly, "Akher Sa’a” by the 
chief organizer of the Egyptian 
revolution. Col. 
G&mal Abdul 
Nasser. 
He wrote them last summer 
for publication on the first an­ 
niversary of the uprising by the 
Revolutionary Council of Army 
Officers which occurred July 23, 
1952. 
They forced King Farouk to 
abdicate three days later and in 
June of last year they abolished 
the monarchy. 
They are the ruling power in 
Egypt. 
W hat Col. Nasser had td say 
about the ordeal of the Egyptian 
revolution seems to me excep­ 
tionally interesting and signifi­ 
cant for an understanding of 
the epochal situation in Asia 
and in Africa — of which at the # 
present time Indo-China is the 
focal point of danger and of our 
anxiety. 


AFTER TELLING the story of 
his long revolutionary appren­ 
ticeship going back twenty years 
to the time when he was a stu­ 
dent in Cairo, Col. Nasser ex­ 
plained why he, an army officer 
who has “believed in the ideal of 
military service all 
my 
life,” 
came to 
believe 
that 
it 
was 
“given to the army rather than 
to some other force 
to 
bring 
about the revolution.” 
He then {toes on to tell us that 
having made the revolution of 
July 23. 1952, he was surprised 
and dismayed by what followed. 


"I HAD IMAGINED that the 
whole nation was ready and pre­ 
pared, waiting for nothing but 
a vanguard to lead the charge 
against the battlements, where­ 
upon it would fall in behind in 
serried ranks ready for the sa­ 
cred advance toward the great 
objective. . . . The facts became 
clear to me after the twenty- 
third of July. 
“The vanguard performed its 
task and charged 
the 
battle­ 
ments of tyranny. 
“It threw out Farouk and then 
paused, waiting for the serried 
ranks to come up in their sa­ 
cred advance towards the great 
objective. 
“How long it had to wait! 
“True, crowds came, there was 
no end to them. 
“But how far the reality from 
the dream! 
“The masses th at came were 
disunited and divided groups of 
stragglers. 
“The sacred advance towards 
the great objective was stalled, 
and there emerged & prospect 
dark and foreboding full of dan- 
er . . . 


“WE WERE NOT ready for 
this. 
“So we set about seeking the 
views of leaders of opinion and 
the experience of those who were 
experienced. 
“It was our misfortune th at 
we were not able to obtain very 
much. 
“Every man we questioned had 
nothing to recommend except to 
kill someone else. 
“Every idea we listened to was 
nothing but an attack on some 
other idea. 


COL. NASSER then says that 
this experience produced in him 
a distressing personal crisis. 
Reflecting 
on

THERE IS IN THIS moving 
passage — remembering who Col. 
Nasser is — a deep claim on th* 
understanding of the Western 
peoples. 
The formula of the two revo­ 
lutions is, granting that it is a 
simplification, manifestly tru* 
not only of Egypt, but indeed of 
many other countries in th at 
great semi-circle from, let u* 
say Korea, to North Africa. 
Why, we must ask ourselves, 
do these countries have to pass 
through at the same time th ese. 
two revolutions, the one for in -' 
dependence and self-government 
and the other for what we may 
call, in the terms of our own - 
Western history, the dismantling 
of the feudal order? 
Why do they first not learn to 
govern themselves and then later * 
on undertake their 
social 
re­ 
forms? 


COL. NASSER does not an­ 
swer th at question explicitly. 
But the answer is, I think im­ 
plied in w 'hafhe wrote. 
In Egypt, 
and 
in 
many — 
though not in all — the coun- ’ 
tries emerging 
from imperial 
domination, the native feudal 
magnates and 
their retainers 
have been protected by and have 
been the beneficiaries of th* 
foreign ruling power. 
National independence means 
the withdrawal of the power and 
authority of the foreign rulers, 
and this in effect destroys the 
power and authority of the na­ 
tive magnates. 
They are much too deeply in­ 
volved with the foreign rulers, 
they have become much too ha­ 
bituated to depend upon them, to 
become the effective rulers of 
the new nation. 
The grievances of the masses 
and their own impotence engen­ 
der Col. Nasser’s second, that ia 
to say the social, revolution. 


THE WESTERN WORLD and 
to speak concretely, the great 
maritime powers of the Atlan­ 
tic Community, are in the pro­ 
cess of an epoch-making read­ 
justm ent of their relations to all 
the peoples of Asia and Africa 
who, until this generation, were 
dependent upon them. 
The crucial issue is whether, 
and the crucial problem is how, 
the power which they once ex­ 
ercised and can no longer exer­ 
cise, is to be transferred to the 
people. 
How to do this without their 
coming under the new domina­ 
tion of the Communist powers, 
how to prevent this without a 
war which could be the ruin of 
civilization? 


IT IS IN this context th at we 
need to examine the failures of 
the Western world in dealing 
with this epochal change—no­ 
tably in China — and to exam int 
also the successes of the West­ 
ern world, notably in India and 
in Pakistan and in the Philip­ 
pines, presumptively in Burma 
and in Indonesia. 


THE PREDICAMENT of the 
West in Indo-China comes from 
the weakness and the incapacity 
of the Viet Namese.to whom we 
should like to see the French au­ 
thority transferred. 


Bao Dai fits precisely Col. Nas­ 
ser’s formula of the two revolu­ 
tions: Bao Dai has virtually no 
chance of surviving the with­ 
drawal of the French authority 
and power, being himself the 
creature and the beneficiary of 
it. 


Until there is some reasonably 
promising solution for this prob­ 
lem — namely the appearance of 
native leaders who are competent 
to govern and are not hostile to 
the West — the best that can b* 
done is to make sure that enough 
of the critical powers of the area 
are held firmly, 
choosing 
th* 
places where the West is surely 
able with its own power to hold 
on. 


Then Geneva will not be th* 
last diplomatic negotiation, but 
only the first of many, about th* 
future of Southeast Asia.

Are we going to enjoy contin­ 
ued fishing in the Marin lakes? 
From time to time incidents 
| have happened and some of them 
very disagreeable. You Just have 
to go fishing to find out that Ir­ 
responsible fishermen have seen 
fit to use live bait such as gold 
fish, suckers, rough fish, etc. A 
condition of these unwanted fish 
exists in practically every lak e- 
even the new Bon Tempe lake. AH 
'‘this should have never happened 
if we had law-abiding citizens and 
real sportsmen. There are plenty 
of artificial lures and baits that 
the law permits one to use to 
entice the trout. Rough fish pre­ 
dominate when given the slightest 
chance and eventually take over 
thereby eliminating the trout. 
The above is just one complaint 
and we are herewith reprinting an 
article, which appeared In Gil- 
martin’s column in the Independ­ 
ent-Journal recently: 
FISH ‘HOGS’ DEPLETING 
MARIN TROUT SUPPLY 
"Local sportsmen and officials 
of the Marin Municipal Water 
District and the State Department 
of Fish and Game are mighty in­ 
censed over the large number of 
anglers wha’ve been chumming 
for trout in the Marin lakes this 
season. 
"Briefly, the anglers chum a 
certain area to lure in a large 
concentration of trout, then drop 
in their lines for the kill. Sort of 
like shooting fish in a barrel. And, 
as If that Isn’t greedy enough, it 
has been reported that some of 
the fish hogs take two and some­ 
times three limits a day. 
"Marin Rod and Gun Club, the 
MMWD and State fish and game 
officials this year have arranged 
for an extensive trout-fishing pro­ 
gram to proride Marin’s anglers 
with ideal trout fishing through­ 
out the season. Already they’ve 
planted more than 30.000 catch 
able-sized trout and they plan to 
continue the planting operations 
at two-week intervals throughout 
the season. 
“However, with all this chum­ 
ming going on, the officials are 
wondering if their effort is worth 
while or if they should discon­ 
tinue the planting program. Why 
should they go to all their work 
to stock the lake, only to have 
the supply rapidly depleted by 
the greedy anglers? The planting 
program was Installed for the 
benefit of the county’s fishermen 
as a whole. 
“It might be a good Idea if the 
real sportsmen who enjoy trout 
fishing as a sport take it upon 
themselves to discourage the fish 
hogs from their chumming ac­ 
tivities. Fish and Game and Wate; 
District officials will be on the 
lookout, too.”

The Importance of the new state 
safety program Is indicated by 
California’s 1953 hunter casualty 
figures, which show that over 23 
per cent of the persons Involved 
in the year’s 59 hunting accidents 
were under 16 years of alge. Only 
about 7* per cent of the State’s 
licensed hunters are In this age * 
group.

South Blasts Segregation Ban 
As Tragic', 'Flagrant' Ruling 


By DOUGLAS B. CORNELL 
WASHINGTON (*V-A momen­ 
tous 8upreme Court edict, that 
segregation of Negro and white 
children in public schools is un­ 
constitutional, c o n f r o n t e d the 
South and Border states today 
with vast* social and economic 
problems. 
But an actual end to segrega­ 
tion still is months and perhaps 
years away. 
There were those who said it 
would never come—that by one 
device or another the South would 
get around the Supreme Court de­ 
cision. But others predicted a 
peaceful, if gradual, compliance. 
The court declared unanimously 
yesterday that segregation “solely 
on the basis of race” violates the 
Constitution, regardless of wheth­ 
er schools for Negroes appear to 


be as good as those for whites. 
More arguments were ordered 
for next fall on how and when 
the decision should be carried out. 
So, pressing down on the 17 
Southern and Border states where 
segregation 
is 
compulsory 
are 
weighty problems of remodeling 
school 
s y s t e m s , reorganizing 
school districts, readjusting and 
reassigning t e a c h e r s , changing 
school bus routes and building 
mere schools. 
STATES AFFECTED 
The states most directly affected 
are Alabama, Arkansas, Delaware, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louis­ 
iana, Maryland, Mississippi, Mis­ 
souri, North Carolina, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Virginia and West Virginia—plus 
the District of Columbia.

think like two-thirds of the na­ 
tion’s Negroes live in the 17 states. 
Three other states—New Mexico, 
Wyoming and Kansas—permit but 
do not require segregation. The 
Supreme Court ruling affects them 
too. 
Gov. James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina, a former Supreme Court 
justice, said he was shocked by 
the decision but urged “all our 
people, white and colored, to ex­ 
ercise restraint and preserve or­ 
der” until the final Supreme Court 
degree on mechanics. Then, he 
said, It will be up to the State 
Legislature to fix the course for 
South Carolina. 
WILL NOT ABIDE 
Said Sen. Eastland (D-Miss): 
“The South will not abide by nor 
obey this legislative decision by 
a political court. . . . We will take 
whatever steps are necessary to 
retain segregation in education.” 
Rep. Winstead (D-Miss) called 
it a “tragic ruling” but not too 
surprising in view of “the caliber 
of men” on the court. Sen. Russell 
(D-Ga», said the court has become 
a “pliant tool” of the executive 
branch of the government.

Talmadge 
of 
Georgia said the decision made 
the Constitution a scrap of paper, 
“blatantly ignored all law and 
precedent,” usurped from Congress 
and the people the power to 
change the Constitution and from 
Congress the power to make laws. 
But Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn) 
lauded the decision as “another 
step in the forward march of dem­ 
ocracy.” Rep. Keating

BLOW TO REDS 
A Talmadge-sponsored constitu­ 
tional amendment to do away with 
Georgia’s public school system will 
be voted on this fall. 
Talmadge is the wily governor 
who declared after the high court’s 
decision was announced that his 
state will not abide by the deci­ 
sion. 
Officials of the National Assn. 
fcr the Advancement of Colored 
People hailed the decision as “vin­ 
dication” of a 45-year fight, and 
a move which “gives the lie to 
the Communist propaganda that 
American democracy is decadent.” 
Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin, a can­ 
didate to succeed Talmadge as 
governor of Georgia, quickly an­ 
nounced that “the races will not 
be mixed, come hell or high 
water.” 
Representatives E. W. Gravolet 
and Gilbert Faulk of the Louisiana 
legislature urged that body to 
“take immediate steps to counter­ 
act *uch a decision.” 
‘KEEP SEGREGATION” 
Rep. Sam Engelhardt of Ala­ 
bama. home of Tuskegee Institute, 
famed Negro college, asserted: 
“We are going to keep every 
brick in our segregation wall in­ 
tact.” 
Gov. Hugh White of Mississippi 
said he would call for an early 
meeting of the state s'Legal Edu­ 
cation Advisory Committee, the 
gioup given the assignment of 
finding means to maintain segre­ 
gation regardless of the Supreme 
Courts decision: 
Various state officers in the 
South called for immediate special 
sessions of state legislatures to 
»tudy problems and map legisla­ 
tion.
